Good Specs Avoid Trouble 


One lesson which can be readily learned from the on- 
going controversy over school milk bids is the need for 
specifications which spell out, with precision, the re- 
quirements demanded by the town. 

This is true of all specifications, for all commodities 
purchased by the municipality. 

Vagueness in the specs leads to varying interpreta- 
tions on the part of bidders. Thus they may not bid on 
precisely the same standards. It also leads to misinter- 
pretation by awarding authorities. They can read more 
into the specs than is actually stated, and award con- 
tracts on requirements imposed mentally, but not in writ- 


ing. 


It is insufficient today to depend on a bidder ‘‘know- 


ing 


that certain requirements will be established — 


prices are based on written statements by the town, and 
these must be of the highest order at all times. 


Now We Need Answers 


For several years now, summer has brought with it a 
complaint about conditions in the Shawsheen River, as 
it winds its way through Ballardvale. 

Most conspicuous of the complaints is that of bad odors 
— a foul stench that is mighty annoying to nearby resi- 
dents and to some whose homes are not so close to the 


stream, 


A news story this week itemizes the complaints and 
and the reasons given for the condition. 

Doesn’t it seem to be about time for town officials, 
in cooperation with county and state officers, to make 
specific plans to control the problem? 

We have heard sufficient about the complaints and the 
good reasons for them. All that’s missing is a solution.

Worthwhile Objective 


Proposals have been made, and debated, to create a 
road extending from Red Spring rd., at the junction of 
Essex st. and Shawsheen rd., along the niver bank to 


Stevens st. 


This would provide a through-town street for traffic 
that otherwise must pass through the Square or enter 


North Main st. at Railroad. 


There is much to be said for the idea. Naturally, en- 
gineering studies must be done before final judgments 
are made, but so far there appear to be many arguments 


in favor of the plan. 


Most significant of the objections is the traffic at the 
foot of Essex st., where it meets both Shawsheen rd. and 
Red Spring rd. Through traffic on the projected street 
woul d, it is said, make an already-bad intersection worse. 
But it seems to us that traffic lights could solve this 


tangle. 


It makes sense to plan an alternate, relatively traffic- 
free route through the town. Otherwise, we will clog our 
intersections in the business area. And as the town 
grows, these could become virtually impassable at peak 


hours of the day. 


Hopefully, plans for traffic flow around the business 
district will be studied thoroughly by responsible town 


officials, who don’t 


want to see bad intersections be- 


come worse as time goes on. 


Publie-Spirited Action 


Milk dealers Burton Jenkins and Sidney P. White de- 
serve the commendation of the community, as business- 
men who place the public good above their business wel- 


fare, 


They turned back milk contracts, which had legally 
been awarded to them by the School Committee, thus al- 
lowing new bids to be sought. Their action got the Com- 


mittee off a sharp hook. 


The Board had awarded the contracts on the basis of 
two high bids; subsequent troubles have made it neces- 
sary to call for new hids, but the two milk dealers were 
legally secure in retaining the contracts and providing 
the milk, They could have insisted on doing so, and this 
would have cost the entire federal lunch subsidy, as 
well as that for the milk itself.
